BRIDAL, Yosemite N.P. The fire is burning in very steep and rocky terrain in
Bridalveil Creek drainage, approximately 1 mile south of the south rim of
Yosemite Valley. The west flank has burned into rocks and 1is being
cold-trailed. The east flank was active and was the area of critical concern
last evening.
